Tux ARK AN A. Ark., March 24.—Arace 
jror was on in Little River county and 
^ indefinite number of negroes m et 
their death a t the hands of an infuriated 
white population. Seven were known 
to have been lynched. 
The bodies of th e victim s of the m ob’s 
vengeance w ere hanging to the lim bs of 
trees in various parts of the county, 
strong up w herever overtaken. 
W hite 
men were collecting iii mobs, heavily 
armed and 
determ ined, aud negroes 
were fleeing for th eir lives. 
T he exact 
number of negroes w ho have been sum ­ 
marily dealt w ith or those w ho n a y >\ t 
fall into the hands of the mob before 
order is restored m ay never be known. 
St veil bodies were found and other vic­ 
tims were being hunted. 
The known 
dead were: 
“G eneral” D uckett. 
Edwin G oodw in. 
Adam K ing. 
Joseph Jones. 
Benjam in Jones. 
J 
AIostts Jones.

Unknown m an. 
jot K ing aud Jo h n Johnson were also 
taken in hand by mobs aud whipped. 
They w ere afterw ard turned loose and 
disappeared. 
It developed th a t carefully laid plans 
had been m ade by a num ber of negroes 
to precipitate a race w ar aud th at m any 
white men had been m arked for victims. 
It was learned th a t 23 negroes were im ­ 
plicated in th is plot and th e w hites de­ 
termined to w ipe them out. 
All im pli­ 
cated in th e plot w ere know n, and small 
parties of w hite m en, varying iii num ­ 
ber from 25 to 50, w ere scouring the 
country for them . 
W henever one was 
found he w as quickly strung up and his 
body perforated w ith bullets. The work 
of dispatching th e first tw o or three was 
an easy m atter. 
But the new s soon 
spread am ong th e liegn es, who, inst*, a i 


a i m aking the resistance and oft cr in g 
the battle th a t they had threatened, be­ 
anie panicstricken and began getting 
out of the com m unity as quickly as pos­ 
sible. 
Two whose nam es w ere on the list ot 
oeiisj) raters got a good start and suc­ 
ceeded in reaching the Texas state lim 
before being captured. 
I hey were over­ 
taken, out of breath and exhausted, but 
were sw ung ii]) w ithout ceremony. 
Hie 
trouble arose over the killing ot Jam es 
Stockton bv D uckett. 
Ju st prior to the 
lynching of D uckett, the negroes had 
planned th e inauguration of a race war. 
Duckett w as the leader and at his death 
the negroes let the m atter out.

beside the seven know n m ay have been 
strung up. 
The negroes are fleeing from the dis­ 
trict. 
T hursday three w agons full a r­ 
rived at T exarkana, having crossed Red 
river a t Index. 
J ackson, M iss., M arch 24.—^jiree^ne­ 
groes w ere lynched by a mob near b m cr 
City, in Yazoo county. 
A fter being 
shot to d eath th e bodies of the victim s 
were w eighted w ith bundles of cotton 
bale ties aud throw n in to th e Yazoo 
river.

It was learned th at 33 negroes were im­ 
plicated in this plot and the whites de­ 
termined to wij)e them out. 
All impli­ 
cated iu the plot were known, aud small 
parties of white men, varying iii num ­ 
ber from 25 to 50, were scouring the 
country for them . 
W henever one was 
found he was quickly strung up and his 
Ih*dy perforated w ith bullets. The work 
of dispatching the tiTst two or three w as 
an easy m atter. 
But the new s soon 
spread am ong the negroes, who, iostia I 
of making tin* resistance and offering 
the battle rind they had threatened, be­ 
came panicstricken and began getting 
out ol the com m unity as quickly as pos­ 
sible. 
Two whose names were on the list of 
col i sp Tutors got a good start and suc­ 
ceeded in reaching the Texas state lim 
before being captured. They were over­ 
taken, oat of breath and exhausted, hut 
were swung up without ceremony. The 
trouble arose over the killing of James 
Stockton by Duckett. 
Just prior to the 
lynching of Duckett, the negroes had 
planned the inauguration of a race war. 
Duckett was the. leader aud at his death 
the negroes let the m atter out. Others 
In side the seven known may liuve been 
strung up. 
The negroes are fleeing from the dis­ 
trict. 
Thursday three wagons full ar­ 
rived at Texarkana, having crossed Red 
river at Index. 
Jackson, M iss., March 24.—T^iree ne­ 
groes were lynched by a mob near Silver 
City, in Yazoo county. 
After being 
shot to death the bodies of the victims 
were weighted witli bundles of cotton 
bale ties aud throw n into the Yazoo 
ri ver. 
The negroes were Miuor Wi Ison, 
0. C.Reed and Willie Boyd. They were 
the ringleaders of the negroes in a race 
encounter on the M idnight plantation, 
in Sharkey county, early hist week. 
They were arrested and taken to Yazoo 
City jail. 
The Sharkey county authori­ 
ties were notified. 
Deputy Constable 
Sylvester boarded the steamer Resent 
with the negroes and reached Silver 
City. 
The negroes fell into the hands 
of tile mob near Silver City, where they 
were shot to daath and thrown into the 
river. The negroes, w ith two other com­ 
rade^ hail tired upon two whites on the 
public road. 
A horse belonging to out 
of the white men was wounded, hut tin 
men were not harm ed.

I had 
one of these lashed in the boat, and sent 
the men ashore again. They placed the

talon died in the chair.

Interesting Report by a Geolog­ 
ical Survey Expert.

An interesting report on the mineral 
resources of Porto Rico, made by Rob­ 
ert T. Hill of the United States geolog­ 
ical snrvey. has just been made pnblic 
Under the direction of Dr. David T. 
Day, chief of the division of mineral 
resources, Mr Hill made a thorough 
investigation of the soil and rocks of 
Porto Rico. 
Abont nine-tenths of the 
inland is of a mountainous character 
and the other tenth of the foothill and 
plaza kind. 
Material for construction of every 
kind exists upon the island and is u til­ 
ised with great skill by the inhabitants 
Brick and tile clays, building stone, 
lime, sand, cement, gypsum and pav­ 
ing blocks occur 
Porto Rico abounds 
in clay suitable for the making of ordi­ 
nary building brick and ordinary jng- 
ware 
But no white clays were any­ 
where observed The few potteries man­ 
ufacture only crude, red, nnglazed jug- 
ware. 
The building stone chiefly used 
is of volcanic bowlders and Inmps of 
porous white limestona 
Mr. Hill saw 
no trne granite on the island. 
Near Jnana Dias there is a belt of 
beautiful marble of great hardness, 
which is quarried into large blocks. 
It 
is variegated in color, consisting of a 
reddish matrix mottled with numerous 
■mall white spots. 
At present the m a­ 
terial is need only for structural pur 
poses, such as piers for bridges, etc 
Sandstone is comparatively rare. 
A 
very fine flagstone is abundant on the 
island and is used for structural pur­ 
poses. 
Stone material for road metal. 
etc., is found everywhere and will he 
of great use in constructing good high 
ways, of which there is great need 
Fertilizers are plentiful but are not 
used now 
Greensand 
marls 
occur in 
greftt 
abundance on the road from Lares to 
San Sebastian, immediately adjacent to 
a rich and most productive coffee region, 
in which many abandoned acres of 
“ ruinate” —as 
exhausted 
lands are 
called in the tropics—are already ob­ 
servable. 
Lime marls abound every 
where aronnd the coast. 
The gypsum 
marls occur near Juana Diaz, adjacent 
to the Rio Portugues, and near Ponce 
Inasmuch as the future of this beauti 
fnl island depends entirely npon its 
scientific 
agricultural 
development. 
these natural fertilizers, when appre­ 
ciated, will coimtitute one of the most 
valuable sources of wealth. 
The culti 
vation of the two standard crops of the 
central mountain region, coffee and 
tobacco, is very exhaustive of the chem­ 
ical elements, and there is great need 
of fertilizing material. Phosphates and 
rich deposits of guano are found on the 
biland 
A deposit of lignite, “ well 
worthy of development” for fuel, was 
inspected, as was an extensive form a­ 
tion of bituminous clay containing a 
very fair quality of lignite. 
Salt deposits were found. 
Several 
thermal springs exist, the waters of 
which are sulphurous and ferruginous 
and said to be of great curative value 
for skin diseases and rheumatic trou­ 
bles. Gold is found along th# beds of 
streams, but not in great quantities 
American prospectors are now seeking 
for quartz veins, but Mr. Hill does not 
think that any will be found. 
Nine-tenths of the rocks of the is 
land are of a basic nature, containing 
a large proportion of iron. 
The condi 
tions are theoretically favorable for the 
occurrence of valuable iron deposits 
and in one or two instances these un­ 
doubtedly exist, notably north of Jut) 
Cos. 
At this place there is a large de 
posit of magnetic iron ore of great 
pnrity, containing 66 per cent of iron 
and less than 0.023 of phosphorus. 
A 
French engineer has calculated that 
there are at least 35,000.000 tons of 
this ore in sight 
At present it is many 
miles from a seaport, and its develop 
merit will necessitate the construction 
of a railway 
In Mr. Hill’s opinion thi- 
deposit is the most valuable metallic 
resource of the island at present iii 
Bight, and American capital will de 
velop it as soon 
as allowed to do 
legally 
It is said that the conditions of fbi 
deposit could not be more favornbl 
The ore is encountered in com pel' 
masses easy of extraction and coven** 
only by a light layer of earth.

We had not gone many Ii before 
we were overtaken by abont 200 of 
Yn 8 men, who wished to kill me and 
would have done so bnt for the earnest 
exhortations of Yn 
He explained how 
the fantai had promised them their 
lives and liberty if they delivered me 
ap. how that if they killed me they 
woald be destroyed and finally bow the 
country would be invaded by a foreign 
army and they woald be exterminated 
Yn’s counsel prevailed, and '-be 200 
would be murderers turned themselves 
into my bodyguard and escorted me to 
the outposts of the imperial troops 
“ Yu’s men a month ago numbered 
8,000. but he has only abont 2,000 now. 
the fantai having struck fear into their 
hearts 
Three hundred were killed in 
the big fight a short while ago 
I was 
treated kindly during the whole of my 
captivity 
Any man Yu heard reviling 
me he knocked down. 
Yu was quite 
afraid to kill me. although I invited 
him to do so 
He carried me around 
from city to city and made me witness 
the murder of many Christians 
One 
old man, who was 65 years old. was 
murdered before my eyes. Yu is backed 
up by the local officials and the gentry 
the latter helping him considerably with 
money, the funnel hy shutting their 
eyes 
Pere Fleury is only 29 years of age 
and has been in China hut three years 
seven months of which he has spent in 
captivity —San Francisco Chronicle

Texarkana, A rk., March 34.—A race 
war wits on in L ittle River county and 
an indefinite num ber of negroes met 
their death at tho hands of an infuriated 
white population. 
Seven were known 
to have been lynched. 
The bodies of the victims of the mob’s 
vengeance were hanging to the limbs of 
trees iii various parts of the county, 
gtrtthg Up w herever overtaken. 
White 
men were collecting iii mobs, heavily 
armed and 
determ ined, and negroes 
were fleeing for their lives. 
The exact 
numb* r of negroes who have been sum ­ 
marily dealt w ith or those who m ay y< t 
fall into the hands of the mob before 
order is restored m ay never be known. 
Seven bodies were found and other vic­ 
tims were being hunted. 
The known 
dead were: 
“General 
D uckett. 
Edwin Goodwin. 
Adam King. 
Joseph .Jones. 
Benjamin Jones. 
Moses Jones. 
Unknown man. 
Joe King and John Johnson were also 
taken in hand by mobs and whipped. 
They were afterw ard turned loose aud 
disappeared. 
It develop'd th a t carefully laid plans 
had been made by a number of negroes 
to precipitate a race w ar and that many 
white men had been marked for victims. 
It was learned th at 23 negroes were im- 
plicated in this plot and the whites de­ 
termined to wip® them out. 
All impli 
(lated in the plot were known, and small 
parties of w hite lueu, varying iii num ­ 
ber from 25 to 50, were scouring t he 
country for them . 
W henever one was 
found la* was quickly strung up and his 
IH k Iy perforated w ith bullets. The work 
of dispatching tin* first two or three was 
an easy m atter. 
But the news soon 
spread among the negroes* who, in.-ua I 
oi making the resistance ami ct! in 1>.y 
th** battle I hat they had threatened, be­ 
came panicstricken and began gel ting 
out oi the com m unity as quickly as pos­ 
sible. 
Two whose names were on the list ut 
consp rat (Vs got a good start aud Min­ 
ot*-ded in roaching the Texas state lim 
before Inking captured. They were over­ 
taken, out of breath and exhausted, but 
wire swung up w ithout ceremony. 
I lie 
trouble arose over the killing ol James 
Stockton by Duckett, Just prior to the 
lynching of Duckett, the negroes had 
planned the inauguration of ii race war. 
Duckett was the leader and at his death 
the negroes let the m atter out. 
Others 
beside the seven known may have been 
strung up. 
The negroes are fleeing from the dis­ 
trict. Thursday three wagons lull ar­ 
rived at Texarkana, I laving crossed lith 
river at Index. 
J ackson, Miss., March 24.—'JJiree ne­ 
groes were lynched by a mob near buyer 
City, in Yazoo county. 
After being 
shot to death the bodies of the victims 
were weighted w ith bundles of cotton 
bale ties and throw n into the Yazoo 
river. The negroes were Minor VV llson, 
0. C.Reed and W illie Boyd. They wen* 
the ringleaders of the negroes in a race 
encounter on the M idnight plantation, 
m Sharkey county, early last ween. 
They were arrested and taken to i az * > 
City jail. 
Tim Sharkey county authori­ 
ties were notified. 
Deputy Constable 
Sylvester boarded the steamer Kesrue 
with the negroes and reached bm el 
City.* The negroes fell into the llanos 
of the mob near Silver City, where tm > 
were shot to daath and thrown into t la 
river. The negroes, w ith two other com­ 
rades, had fired upon two w hites on tin 
public road.

Interesting Report by a Geolog­ 
ical Survey Expert.

An interesting report on tho mineral 
resources of Porto Rico. made by Rob­ 
ert T. Hill of the United States geolog­ 
ical anrvey. has just been made public 
Under the direction of Dr. David T. 
Day, chief of the division of mineral 
resources, Mr Hill made a thorough 
investigation of the Hoi) and rocks of 
Porto Rico. 
Abont nine-tenths of the 
ialand is of a mountainous character 
and the other tenth of the foothill and 
plaza kind 
Material for construction of every 
kind exists upon the island and is util­ 
ised with great skill by the inhabitants 
Brick and tile clays, bnilding stone, 
lime, wmd. cement, gypsnm and pav­ 
ing blocks occur 
Porto Rico abounds 
in clay suitable for the making of ordi­ 
nary bnilding brick and ordinary jug- 
ware 
But no white clays were any­ 
where observed The few potteries man­ 
ufacture only crude, red, unglazed jug- 
ware. 
The building stone chiefly used 
is of volcanic bowlders and lumps of 
porous white limestona 
Mr. Hill saw 
no true granite on the island. 
Near Jnana Diaz there is a belt of 
beautiful marble of great hardness, 
which is quarried into large blocks. 
It 
is variegated in color, consisting of a 
reddish matrix mottled with numerous 
■mall white spots. 
At present the ma 
terial is used only for structural pur 
poses, such as piers for bridges, etc 
Handstone is comparatively rare 
A 
very fine flagstone is abundant on the 
island and is used for structural pur­ 
poses. 
Stone material for road metal 
etc., is found everywhere and will he 
of great use in constructing goof I high 
ways, of which there is great need 
Fertilizers are plentiful, but are not 
used now 
Greensand 
marls 
occur in 
gre&t 
abundance on the road from Lares to 
Man Sebastian, immediately adjacent to 
s rich and most prod net ive coffee region, 
in which many abandoned acres of 
' ‘ruinate” -as 
exhausted 
lands are 
railed in the tropics 
are already ob 
servable 
Lime marls abound every 
where around the coast. 
The gypsum 
marls occur near Juana Diaz, adjacent 
to the Rio Portiones, and near Ponce 
Inasmuch as the future of this beauti 
ful island depends entirely npon its 
scientific 
agricultural 
development 
these natural fertilizers, when appre­ 
ciated, will constitute one of the most 
valuable source* of wealth 
The cuiti 
vation of tin* two standard crops of the 
central mon lits iii region, coffee and 
tobacco, is very exhaustive of the chem 
leal elements, ami there is great need 
of fertilizing material. Phosphates and 
rich deposits of guano are found on the 
island 
A deposit of lignite, “ well 
worthy of development” for fuel, was 
inspected, as was an extensive forma­ 
tion of bituminous clay containing a 
very fair quality of lignite. 
Halt deposits were fonnd. 
Several 
thermal sidings exist, the waters of 
which are sulphurous and ferruginous 
and said to lie of great curative value 
for skin diseases and rheumatic trou­ 
bles. 
Gold is found along the bede of 
streams but not in great quantities 
American prospectors are now seeking 
for quartz veiun. but Mr. Hill does not 
think thst any will lie found 
Nine-tenths of the rocks of the is 
land are of a basic nature, containing 
a large pro{>ortion of iron 
The condi 
lions are theoretically favorable for the 
occurrence of valuable iron deposits 
and in one or two instances these un 
doubtedly exist, notably north of Jon 
coe. 
At this place there is a large de 
posit of magnetic iron ore of great 
purity, containing 66 per cent of iron 
and less than 0 038 of phosphorus.

livered me np safely 
I started away 
immediately, Yu Mantze accompanying 
me. 
We had not gone many Ii before 
we were overtaken by about 200 of 
Yu’s men, who wished to kill me and 
would have done so but for the earnest 
exhortations of Yu 
He explained how 
the fantai had promised them their 
lives and liberty if they delivered me 
ap, how that if they killed me they 
would be destroyed and finally bow the 
country would be invaded by a foreign 
army and they would be exterminated 
Yn’e counsel prevailed, and Che 200 
would be murderers turned themselves 
into my bodyguard and escorted me to 
the outposts of the imperial troops 
“ Yu’s men a month ago nnmbered 
8,000. but he has only about 2,000 now, 
the fantai having struck fear into their 
hearts 
Three hundred were killed in 
the big fight a short while ago 
I was 
treated kindly during the whole of my 
captivity 
Any man Yn heard reviling 
me he knocked down 
Yu was quite 
afraid to kill me. although I invited 
him to do so 
He carried me around 
from city to city aud made me witness 
the murder of many Christians

old man, who was Go years old. was 
murdered before my eyes. Yu is backed 
up by the local officials and the gentry,
